“Polynesians are a quick and intel- 
ligent people,” the doctor said, ‘with 
such scant equipment as a kitchen 
table and a-butcher knife they dc- 
complish major operations with suc- 
cess.” 

China has made great progress in 
obseterics. Enterprising women doc- 
tors have organized provincial schools 
so that the death rate from child birth 
is much lower than it used to be. In 
Borneo the laborers on the rubber 
plantations who lived on white rice 
and dried fish were victims of the 
dread beri-beri until substitution of 
unpolished rice for the white practic- 
ally wiped out the disease. 

Malaria was the plague of Malaya 
until the swamp lands were drained. In 
the health survey of 1915 Ceylon, one 
of the richest and most productive is- 
lands in the world, showed many 
cases of hook worm. The Rockefeller 
Foundation spent large sums to carry 
on an intensive educational campaigr 
against the herb doctors of the island. 
Eventually the disease was stamped 
out.

NAVAJO INDIANS MAY 
ASK TO SET UP 
OWN GOVERNMENT 


WINDOW ROCK, N. M., (t)—With- 
in the next two or three years, the 
United States may face the unpre- 
cedented situation of bein asked to 
grant freedom to a new nation within 
its borders. 


This new nation which is rapidly as- 
;Suming shape in New Mexico, Arizo- 
/na and Utah is that of the Navajo In- 
|dians. For centuries they have lived in 
| this wilderness area of desert, moun- 
tain and canyon. Even today they are 
cut off from much of the outside worid 
by virtually impassable trails. But au- 
thorities of the three states know that 
little by little they are steadily coming 
back as a nation and steps are well 
under way for demanding a constitu- 
tion and freedom. 


In 1868, when the Navajos signed a 
treaty of peace with the United States, 
which had acquired their homeland in 
the war with Mexico, they numbered 
only 8,000 to 9,000. Today, while they 
are preparing to demand a constitu- 
tion, they number 50,000, the great

PITTSBURGH “SMOG” IS 
LINKED TO 
PNEUMONIA 


PITTSBURGH, (P\—There may be a 

Possible connection between Pitts- 
burgh’s smog—that heavy blanket of 
smoke and fog—and the city’s high 
pneumonia rate, scientists have learn- 
ed after careful research. 
Studies have been made over a per- 
iod of years by an interested Pitts- 
burgh group in an effort to find the 
relationship, which the scientists be- 
lieve exists, between the local, smoky 
atmosphere and the high death rate 
from pneumonia. 

“During the winter months, periods 
of smog are commonly followed after 
several days by periods during which 
an increased pneumonia deats rate oc- 


| curs,” two of the scientists studying 


the situation, reported “These ex- 
amples do not appear with sufficient 
| regularity to be conclusive and do not 
| always fall on the days they are ex-
